Arrived there, he immediately
stepped up into the carl, when the officer of the
day, Col. Scammell, said to him. *if you lmv'e
any thing to say, you now have an opportuni-
ty.” He replied, I have nothing to say, but
10 have vou bear wiiness that | die like a brave
man.” Col. S. then told the hangman to do his
duty. He went to work so awkwardly in at-
tempting to put the noose over Andre's mneck,
that Andre took it from him and made an effort
10 do it himself. But his hat being in the way
lie let go the rope, wok of his hat and stock,
and laid them on the coffin, and unbuttoned his
shirt collar and turned it down. [le then put
the noose over his head, and adjusted it to his
ueck; ok out of his pocket a white handker.
<hief, with which he bandaged his eyes; and a
Llue ribbon, which he handed 10 the execution-
«r, requesting him to tie his hands behind him.
‘I’his being done, Col. Scammell directed the
cartto be driven away.
and seemed hardly to stretch the rope, und his
legs dangled so much that the hangman was or-
dered 10 take hold of themn and keep them
straight. The body was cut down aiter hang-
ing filteen or w;emt\' minutes, and buried wmear
the gallows. From the location of the grave,
Andre must have passed it in going to the place
of execution.
